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FRENCH AUTHORITIES QUOTE 
AN OLD LAW. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Saturday. 

An old French law, prohibiting the selling 
of foreign lottery tickets in France, has been 
dug up by the Ministry of the Interior and 
published in the Journal Officiel. 

Apparently the publication of the law is 
aimed especially to smash the innumerable 
sweepstakes on the Derby and the big English 
horse raees organised here. 

In the last two years thousands of tickets in 
English, Irish and other sweepstakes have been 
sold in Paris, and for several weeks the dd 4 
stakes concerns have been advertising largely 
in the newspapers here. 

These ‘‘foreign”’’ sweeps are said to be 
seriously affecting the official French Govern- 
ment lotteries and the various Government 
and municipal bond issues, which have their 
drawings annually. These are being severely 
criticised, because the winners of the million 
francs prizes only receive 400,000 francs, the 
State tax consuming the balance. 

It is argued that if the winners of the 
English or Irish sweeps reside in France no 
such deductions are made.

ANNUAL REPORT OF DUBLIN 
FIRE BRIGADE, 

The annual report of the Chief of the Dublin 
Fire Brigade, Captain John Myers, is an in- 
teresting record of the splendid work of the 
men of the Municipal Fire Department during 
the year 1922. That the year was an excep- 
tionally busy one for the Brigade is shown by 
the fact that the number of fires occurring 
during the twelve months far exceeded that of 
any other year in the history of the service. 

he number of calls to fires or sup 
fires received was 474, representing an increase 
of 172 on those of the previous year. Of 90 
false alarms received it was ascertained that 
61 were given maliciously. 

Three deaths resulted from fire during the 
year, the last being that of Emmet McGarry, 
when armed men forced the entrance to 37 
Philipsburg avenue and set the house on fire 
on 10th December. 

The report records that incendiarism is on 
the increase. Apart from the Sackville street 
and Four Courts fires, the more important of 
the serious fires during the year included :— 
Rotunda Rink, béiáid loss £18,000; Cahill 
and Co., ascertained loss £38,000; Curled Hair 
Factory (1 Brown street), ascertained loss 
£22,000; Sillar and Co., malisters (Barrow 
street), £12,700, 

The number of 
ambulance service during the year was 
the highest since its establishment. 

In a separate section the report sets out the 
work of the Brigade from June 28 to July 5, 
inclusive, beginning with the burning of the 
Fowler Hall and finishing with the partial 
destruction of the Stanley street workshops. 
‘It would be impossible to describe fully,” 
says Captain Myers in this section, “ the risks 
undertaken and the devotion to duty shown by 
the officers and men of the Brigade. We were 
constantly under fire.”

MISSIONARY WORK, 


BISHOP OF CORK ON THOSE 
WHO DOUBT ITS VALUE. 

The Bishop of Cork, preaching in Christ 
Church, Leeson Park, Dublin, yesterday morn-, 
ing, on behalf of the funds of the Church 
Missionary Society, said he thought it would 
be true to say that missionary work was not 
popular. There did not seem to be the same 
enthusiasm about it as about other work of 
the Church, even amongst people who desired 
to do what was right. 

Reports indicated the demand for mis- 

sionaries, the difficulty of getting a sufficient 
number of men to go out. and the need for 
money to carry on the work. The rapid ad- 
vance and growth of missionary work at the 
present day was greater than ever before, and 
the preacher was at a loss to know how any- 
one calling himself inteligent, with testimony 
such as those reports gave, could brush aside 
the matter of missionary work as though it 
were of no importance, and as if it were not 
something real. 
Touching on the unfair judgment of mis- 
sionary work, implied by the criticism of a 
man who spent a holiday in Uganda, the 
Bishop pointed out that if was through the 
labours of missionaries that men could go to 
such places, and the missionaries had not gone 
there on holiday, If men and women to-day, 
in all paris of the world, of every tribe 
and of every race, were being upliited, 
helped, strengthened, and inspired by mis- 
sionary enterprise, then that was ample provf 
of the success of missionary endeavour. J]' mis- 
sionary work were a failure then (hristianity 
itself was a failure. 

The efficiency of the life of the Church at 
home, declared the Bishop, depended on the 
efficiency of the work of the Church abroad. 

During the year donations totalling almost 
half-a-million sterling were received by the 
Church Missionary Society, and of this they 
in Ireland had been able to contribute £31,000 
from their own Church. Their subscriptions 
from Ireland to the funds of all the missionary 
societics totalled over £70,000. and this was 
surely proof that there were many people in 
Ireland who had faith in missionary 
endeavour.

DOUBLE INCOME TAX. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Is it not time that the exact position 
regarusng income tax between the Free State 
and England should be definitely known? We 
are told that Ireland is to be treated as a 
Dominion and, in order to avoid double taxa- 
tion, the higher rate of tax only in each 
country is to be paid. There is no such pro- 
vision with reference to the other Dominions. 
The ¢ase of the Free State differs in one 
Important point from the other Dominions. 
It is the only case where the rate of income 
tax exceeds the British rate. , 

A numerous and important iclass in Ireland 
are entitled to a refund of tax, owing to the 
smallness of their incomes. My object in 
writing this letter is to inquire as to their 
position. We are not told what it will be in 
the future, or what is the arrangement made 
between the two Governments as to their case. 
The rate of relief in respect of Dominion in- 
come tax, granted by Section 27 of the 
Finance Act, 1920, must not exceed either 
the rate of the Dominion tax or half the 
Bs soy ance rate of United Kingdom tax.

ear double taxation and not receive the 
usual refund. Ireland differs from the other

MR. LARKIN AND 
PEACE. 


APPEAL AT WEXFORD. 


LABOUR AND THE OATH. 


Mr. James Larkin addressed a large demon 
stration at Wexford yesterday. In the course 
of a lengthy speech he urged the necessity 


for an immediate peace. 


Alderman Richard Corish, M.P., Mayor of 
Wexford, who. presided, introduced Mr. 


‘Larkin as the premier of the modern Labour 


movement 

Mr. Larkin stated that they were 
assembled to pay allegiance to the principles 
of the men of 1916, their predecessors, and 
those who followed them. Mistakes had been 
made by leaders in the past, and while the 
people differed with them they believed that 
those men worked with the best intention, 
and in accordance with their lights, for the 
country, and to-day Ireland was standing at 
the cross roads, and the people were told that 
they had a full and complete measure of 
liberty. They had not got full liberty, Mr. 
Larkin declared, amidst applause, when they 
had one section of the country debased by 
political chicanery, and cut off from the other 
section. 

When the men of 1916 saw that their 
were unequal to the part before them, 
they said that they saved the name of their 
race and their tradition, and brought a new 
nation to birth. Ireland had since forced her 
enemies to terms, and in that hour of victorv 
the seeds of dissension crept in among the 
ranks of Irishmen, and they set out to argue 
peace with lethal weapons. The best of their 
race stood up for the principles of Connolly, 
Clarke. Pearse, Hanrahan, and Colbert against 
overwhelming odds, backed up by ascendancy 
Fifteen thousand of their countrymen were 
lying rotting in prisons in the 26 counties, 
while 2,000-were imprisoned in the six 
counties for those principles. One hundred 
Irishwomen were lying in similar beastly 
pastilles. 

TIME FOR UNDERSTANDING 

The time had arrived when the conflicting 
elements should come to an understanding. 
Peace must come. They should have it imme- 
diately.  (Cheers-) 

A Voice-—‘* Labour must then withdraw.” 

Mr. Lackin, continuing, said that someone 
had said t} ey should have peace with honour, 
but there could be no peace with dishonour In 
giving up the guns. There would not. be 
deceit to those on the hills, but their standard 
would be passed on to others who would carry 
it on to ultimate victory.

The resignation of Mr. Bonar Law, through 
illness, was announced last night. No higher 
tribute could be paid to him than is 
furnished by the fact that the first feelings 
which the news has aroused are per- 
sonal rather than political. He is not a 
great statesman in the sense in which 
Disraeli and Gladstone were great.’ He 
has never courted popularity at the cost 
of his political convictions, which are 
strong and clear. Nevertheless, to an 
extent for which there are few precedents, 
he has enjoyed the affection of his sup- 
porters and the respect of his political 
foes. The secret is found in his 
character, which simplicity 
with ability and principle with tact. 
These qualities have given him an 
influence in affairs which the hungrier 
ambition of more brilliant men has 
courted in vain. The most memorable 
proof of its power became manifest in 
March, 1921, when Mr. Law was forced 
by illness to resign from the Coalition 
Cabinet. It had weathered many storms, 
but the resignation of this quiet, loyal 
man was the fatal blow. From that 
moment the ship s ballast shifted; the 
difficulties of Mr. Lloyd George increased 
with every hour, and the end was not 
long delayed. When it came the King 
sent for Mr. Law, and his appointment as 
Prime Minister filled the whole country 
with satisfaction and relief. Even those 
Conservative leaders who found them- 
selves unable to work with him refused 
to embarrass him with their opposition. 
The official reports of Mr. Law’s health 
are grave. There can be no doubt. we fear, 
that his resignation means his permanent 
retirement from political life. Men of all 
parties will join in the earnest hope that 
his malady may yield to the doctor's skill 
and that he may live to enjoy many years 
of leisure. Certainly he has enjoyed Little 
leisure in the recent past. Mr. Law has 
been Prime Minister of England for 
just seven months. He took office 
at a time when the nation’s 
whelming desire was for opportunity to 
rebuild its shattered resources and to turn 
once more to the long neglected field of 
domestic affairs. Mr. Law shared this 
desire to the full and expressed his policy 
and his ambition in a single word—tran- 
quillity, Alas! he failed to achieve the 
precept of Aristippus; for the circum- 
stances of Europe refused to be subdued 
by him or by any other. statesman. 
During his brief Premiership the crisis 
in the Ruhr reached a stage beyond 
which lay, and still lies, sheer calamity. 
The peace of the Near East was involved 
in the tedious negotiations at Lausanne. 
Soviet Russia uttered its insolent challenge 
to the civilised world, and especially to 
Britain. Mr, Law’s equable and cautious 
course aggravated none of these problems, 
but it has brought none of them nearer 
to solution. He bequeaths to his 
successor no light burden of international 
responsibilities. | 
There is no need to suppose that Mr. 
Law’s retirement, sudden and Jamentable 
though it is, will affect the stability of 
the Conservative Government. The country

Balfour would satisfy both tests, but 
he may not be willing, in his 
seventy-sixth year, to’ renew the strain 
of active politics. Lord Curzon is 
handling the FrancoGerman, Russian 
and Turkish crises with sound discretion. 
In spite of the objections that he would 
not be in the Commons and that extreme 
democracy would resent his aristocratic 
outlook, he is, perhaps, the best-equipped 
candidate for the Premiership among 
existing Ministers.

Turk and Greek. 


The murder of M. Vorovski diverted 
public attention from the real purpose 
of the Lausanne Conference, and events 
in the. Ruhr Valley and elsewhere 
have almost monopolised the political 
stage. Negotiations, however, have been 
in steady progress, and, according 
to the most recent information, the 
possibilities of a successful issue are 
virtually nil. Greece and Turkey cannot 
come to terms. For some time past 
Ismet Pasha has been negotiating directly 
with M. Venizelos, who, although he holds 
no official post under the Greek Govern- 
ment, is acting as its principal agent at 
Lausanne. The subject of their conversa- 
tions has been the reparations problem, 


and it is on this rock that the Conference 


is likely to split. The Turks insist that 
‘they must receive an indemnity from 
Greece as part of the spoils of war. The 
Greeks, on the other hand, not only 
declare that they cannot pay anybody any- 
thing, but claim that Turkey ought to pay 
them an indemnity as a result of their 
victory in the Great War, in which the 
Turks were beaten to the ropes. M. 
Venizelos has suggested that the whole 
matter be referred to an impartial arbi- 
trator, but Ismet Pasha will not hear of 
such a thing, and persists in his demand 
for an indemnity. In the meanwhile 
feverish preparations are being made 
in Athens for, another little war. 
Large concentrations of troops are re- 
ported from the Maritsa, which con- 
stitutes the frontier between Western 
and Eastern Thrace, and there is very 
little doubt that the Greeks will seize the 
first opportunity which presents itself to 
them of recovering the territory that was 
seized by the Turks after the conference of 
Mudania. The outlook is very discourag 
ing, as the Turks, too, are spoiling for a 
fight, and a stray shot across the border 
from either side might set the whole Near 
East into a blaze again. Both sides are in 
the wrong. Turkey has no right to demand 
an indemnity from Greece when she herself 
has refused to pay a halfpenny to the 
victorious Allies—of whom, technically, 
Greece is one. Greece, after the sorry 
exhibition which was given in Asia Minor 
by her army, has no right to contemplate 
another war, and, at any rate, the world 
has had a surfeit of these Near Eastern 
bickerings. Surely the time has come 
when an end should be put to this 
foolish squabble. Tho Allies ought to 
tale immediate steps to prevent the 
resumption of hostilities between the 
Greeks and the Turks. It is fairly 
obvious that in his obstinate attitude 
at Lausanne Ismet Pasha is being sup- 
ported by the Bolsheviks, whose only 
interest in the matter is the creation oí 
more trouble for the Allies, If the war 
in the Near East is allowed to be resumed, 
the Bolsheviks undoubtedly will take ad- 
vantage of the general confusion to further 
their own ends. The British Government, 
for the moment, unfortunately, is without 
a head; but the French Government has 
just as deep interest in the maintenance 
of peace, and we hope that it will warn 
both Turks and Greeks that the aggressor 
in a Near Eastern war will be the enemy 
of Europe. 


The Disposals Board. 


The official completion of the work of the 
British Government's Disposals Board 
brings to an end one of the greatest com- 
mercial undertakings in the history of the 
world. The Board sold property of the 
stupendous value of six hundred and fiity 
million pounds—nearly twice the value of 
the surplus war material of France and 
the United States together. Everybody 
knows the extent and variety of the things 
that were sold. They ranged from town 
sites and factories, steam ferries and dock- 
yards, to packets of pins and lead pencils, 
potato-peelers and pocket-handkerchicis. 
There is scarcely a home in the British 
Isles to which the Surplus Disposal 
Board’s wares have not come in the last 
four years. The proportion of the siz 
hundred and fifty millions which was 
absorbed in the expenses of sale never has 
been clearly explained. It was a big per- 
centage, but no such gigantic transaction 
was on record and those responsible for 
the task had no guidance from precedent. 
Sir Robert Horne has pointed out that 
the Disposal Board’s staff consisted almost 
entirely of “temporary State employés, 
who had in front of them, all the time, 
the prospect of losing their jobs as soon 
as the sales in their department were com- 
pleted.”. Such a condition was not 
favourable to a speedy termination of the 
Board 's activities; yet the work was com- 
pleted in a very short time. The Board’s 
task dematided business acumén of a high 
order, since it was necessary, on the one 
hand, to sel] the goods, and on the other 
to protect the taxpayers’ interests. The 
Disposal and Liquidation Commission still 
has a good many millions of pounds’ worth 
of stuff on hand, and a staff of seven 
hundred in various parts of the world. 


Easter Island. 


If the report be true that Easter Island 
has disappeared—submerged in the enor- 
mous subniarine upheaval off the coast of 
Chile—the world has lost one of its most 
spectacular mysteries. The upheaval 
occurred in November last, and one of its 
results was a series of tidal waves on the 
Chilean coast which wiped out towns and 
drowned hundreds of people. No word 
has come from Easter Island since that 
date; but it must Hé remembered that ihe 
island lies—or lay—twenty-five hundrad 
miles out in the Pacific Ocean, beyond the 
track of most steamers and with no 
regular means of communication. Jt was 
inhabited by a few hundred natives, 
who knew nothing about the island’s 
famous -moncliths and appeared to 
have no legends or folklore that could 
shed light on their antecedents or 
history. It is thought that the men who 
built the huge stone images, of which the 
island contained many hundreds, came 
originally from the Eastern Pacific and 
settled on a number of islands, of which all 
save Easter Island were submerged by a 
previous cataclysm. Such a cataclysm 
might account for the facts that the images 
were flung, apparently at  raidom, 
throughout the island, and that many of 
them were buried in rock and sand. The 
cataclysm possibly left a handful of sur- 


vivors on Easter Island who degenerated | 


until nothing of the civilisation’ of their 
image-hewing ancestors remained. Now, if 
report be true, their descendants have gone 
also, and another Atlantis is added to the 
pages of the history that never will be 
written. - am

LATE. MR. F. W. HAYES’S 
PICTURES, 


The annual summer exhibition at the hand- 
some galleries of the National Library of 
Wales at Aberystwyth, which was opened on 
Saturday, is this vear largely devoted to the 
“ thin-oil ”’ paintings of the.late F. W. Hayes. 
The interest argused by the first exhibition of 
these works in London last year will be re- 
called as a notable imstance of posthumous 
recognition being given to an artist’s work,

A battalion of cadets, drawn up in line, 
with the champion company on the right, 
bearing the King’s banner, received Their 
Majesties with a Royal salute, and then, 
after His Majesty's inspection, marched past

Subsequently Their Majesties attended Whit 
Snuday Service| at the College Memorial 
y the Service being conducted by the 
s. H. W. Blackburne, Chaplain to the 
King. After the singing of the 15th Psalm, 
His Majesty handed from his feat in the 
chance] to the senior under-officer of the 
cadets a magnificently bound Bible, inscribed 
in his own handwriting, for use in the chapel. 
This was placed on the lectern, and from it 
were read the special Lessons for the day. 

After the Service His Majesty had presented 
to him the native Indian cadets in training 
at Sandhurst, and the British cadets who are 
passing out in July to receive their commis- 
tions in regiments of which His Majesty is 
Colonel-in-Chief. Returning to the church,

The news of Mr. Bonar Law’s resignation 
came as a thunderclap in London to-night. 
Only a very few of his friends had been pre- 
pared for its occurring so soon. At the Houre 
ot Commons last week there’ wes complete 
ignorance as to his movements aud condition. 

The usua! statement was still current, as it 
had‘been for the past month, to the effect 
that, apart from his voice, his general health 
was‘ good. There wae, however, an ominous 
lack of detail. The fact was that Mr. Bonar 
Law was not writing or communicating with 
his colleagues. This was eloquent of unwel- 
come developments, but in the best informed 
quarters there was still no idea that he would 
be unable to « arrv on for some few weeks at 
least. ‘The decision to resign came with dra- 
matic suddenness, and was communicated by 
Mr. Bonar Law Ly a letter, which was con- 
veyed to His Majesty at Aldershot by Sir 
Frederick Sykes and  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Waterhouse to-day. 

Mr. Bonar Law sailed on May 1st from 
Southampton on the trip to Genoa, which, it 
was hoped, would restore him to health. He 
returned on Saturday to London, ill and 
weary. 

It is generally expected to-night that the 
King will send for Lord Curzon, and that he 
will be invited to form a Ministry. In that 
event the present Ministers will place their 
resignations formally in Wis hands,gand he will 
presumably ask the majority, if?not all, to 
continue in their offices. — : 

The topic around which most. speculation 
rages is whether this opportunity will be

It is well known that Mr. Ansten Chamber-

The Prime Minister's resignation has come 
as no surprise to those who knew the facts 
of his illness, I never attached any yalue 
to optimistic assurances about his health that 
were circulated from time to time by his 
entourage. 

A man who had eyes to see, watching Mr. 
Bonar Law on tae Treasury Bench, could 
come to only . one’ conclusion—that he was 
‘ighting courageously a losing battle against 
late. 

It was not only his voice that had failed, 
but his whole mien—the lack lustre counten- 
ance, the profound weariness, tho sorrowful 


by the heavy weight of public cares super- 
vening on cruel private sorrow. 

His one hope of recovering his health was to 
relinguish the burden of the most important 
office in the Empire, a post whose gigantic 
responsibilities make heavy draughts on the 
vitality of a sfatesman in the plenitude of his 
power. Mr. Bonar Law, a weary Titan, was 
visibly borne down by the too vast orb of his 
fate. Everybody hopes that his release from 
office will enable him to make a good recovery. 

It is seven months since Mr. Bonar Law 
became Prime Minister. His speech at the 
Carlton Club on that fateful day last Novem- 
ber sealed the doom of the Coalition. 

He showed himeelf in that crisis far more 
sagacious, and a truer judge of the psychology 
of the Conservative Party. than Mr. Cham- 
berlain and Lord Birkenhead. 

The moving spirit, in the Conservative revolt 
was Mr, Stanley Baldwin, whose disenchant- 
ment with the Cvalition became complete after 
the tragic mishandling of the Gree crisis, 
but the blow which brought the Coslition 
claitering to the ground was delivered—and 
could only have been delivered by Mr. Bonar 
Law. Justice compels the acknowledgment that 
he and Mr Baldwin were fortified in their line oi 
coufinct by the shrewd. wisdom of Word 
Younger, who predicted the results of the 
coming general election with remarkable 
exactitude. 

As Prime Minister, Mr. Bonar Law added 
to his reputation. He was wary, arcumspect, 
moderate, and the absence of his guiding hand

wae seen in the Government. 

He stood well in the House cof Commons, 
Before his enforced retiremeui, on the brea'- 
down of his health in 1920, he had led the 
House with extraordinary skill. He. was 
without question the most populsr and be- 
loved Leader that the House has known m 
our time. His modestv, approachableness, 
kindliness of heart, and ingenuous simplicity, 
disarmed all hostilitv. He was ‘‘ Bonar’’ to 
friend and foc. He had not a trace of 
vanity or pomposity. 

He Joved a pipe after dinner in the House, 
and one of his few distractions was chess—a 
game in which he was expert, 

He was a debater of extraordinary power 
and resource. A master of plain, unadorned 
speech, he was gifted with a most tenacious 
memory, and conld quote facts and figures 
from memory with almost uncanny power. 

In his early years in Parliament he was 
prominent in the Tariff Reform movement, and 
and escaped the pitialls into which many of 
his fellow-Protectionists tumbled head over 
heels. 

Under the influence .of Lord Carson, his 
Canadian Orangeism took fire over the Irish 
question, and in 1912 he pledged the Conser- 
vative Party s support to the contingent re- 
bellion that was threatened in Ulster. 

During the war the biiter animosities were 
eoftened. When Mr. Bonar Law, in the 
autumn of 1921 re-entered political life his 
first speech was in favour of the Irish agree- 
ment. He spoke without enthusiasm, but his 
support was very valuable to the Coalition 
Government at the time and it quelled an in- 
cipient Tory revolt. 

The resignation of the Prime Minister is a 
great lose to the Conservative Party. He is 
irreplacable, for it is his Government, and in 
a sense his House of Comimona. 

Lord Curzon is acting Prime Minister, and 
he has strong claims to the succession. He 
has served his country in many great offices, 


has distinguished talents, and is a great 
orator, but is frigid and aloof, and has few 
intimates in his own party. Moreover, his 
policy in the Near East and towards Russie 
has not been received with unanimous sup- 
sort. 
' His chief rival is Mr. Baldwin. In splen- 
dour of gifts the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
cannot compare with Lord Curzon, but he has 
the advantage of being in the House of Com- 
mons, has led it with great charm of manner, 
aud is powerfully backed by the “ die-hards.’” 
It may well happen that Lord Curzon and

Lord Curzon, who left London on Friday 
to spend the Whitsun holiday at his seat in 
Somerset, is to return to bis town house in 
Carlton House terrace on Wednesday, but in 
view of last night’s sudden development his 
early arrival in London may be expected. 

Should the assumption of his appoint- 
ment as Prime Minister prove correct, 
a situation of- unusual political interest may 
arise. Cabinet reconstruction now becomes 
a matter of the first importance, and there 
was considerabie speculation last night as to 
the position of ex-Ministers of the Conserva- 
tive wing of the Coalition. 

All of them, Mr. Austen Chamberlain, Sir 
Robert Horne, Sir L: Worthington Evans, 
and Lord Birkenhead, have, it is understood, 
been released from the pledge of allegiance 
which they gave to Mr. Lieyd George. 

The individual claims of these ex-Ministers 
to be included in a reformed Conservative 
Ministry give rise to a piquant situation, 
and one which may occasion awkward pro- 
blems for the party. It is strongly held in 
some quarters that Mr. Chamberlain has an 
undisputed right, now that he is absolved 
from the assurances given to his former leader. 
fo inclusion in any reconstructed Unionist 
Ministry. At the same time. it is difficult 
to imagine that he would again accept office 
unless similar invitations were extended to 
his other colleagues, and the problem of the 
internal reunion of the Conservative Party 
may become intensified within the next few 
months.

NEW CONTROLLING INTEREST. 


IRIS™ TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Ovr Own CORRESPONDENT. 
LAUSANNE, Sunday. 

Dr. Franz Guenther, former business man- 
ager of the Anatohan Railway, informs me 
that the Schroeder Rothschild Syndicate, 
which has gained the controlling interest in the 
railway, 18 sure to make big profits. My 
friend, Henry Morganthau, is talking through 
his hat when ho says the railways cannot 
make profits in Anatolia on account of the 
poverty of the country, said Dr. Gvwenther, 
referring to a widely-quoted interview with 
the American banker. 

““Our own figures controvert ¢his state- 
ment,’’ said Dr. Guenther. ‘The Tygkish 
Government guatanteed the Anatolia Kai!- 
way gross receipts of 15,000. French gold 
francs per kilometre. Until 1911 the Govern- 
ment had to make up a small difference, bunt 
we passed the peak that year, and had to 
commence paying part of our profits to the 
Government. We paid the Government one- 
fourth of the gross receipts above 15,000 
francs per kilometre just before’the war, the 
receipts reaching 20,000. The country is de- 
veloping so fast that the company had always 
paid its stockholders 6 or 7 per cent. The 
oil and mineral and potential agriculture 
wealth of Anatolia is enormous, and there 
will be more development there within the 
next few years than in any other place in 
the world. Jt is one of the greatest store- 
houses of untouched wealth.”’ 

Dr. Guenther stated that the exact length 
of the Anatolia Railway was one thousand 
and twenty-three kilometres; the length of 
the Konia-Bagdad concession is two thousand 
kilometres. The main line of the Konia-Bag- 
dad route enters French Syria at Ateppo. 
The Turks are not only preparing to return

SWISS GOVERNMENT REJECTS 
RUSSIAN NOTE. 
BERNE, Sunday. 

The Swiss Government received on Friday 
a Note from the Soviet Government charging 
the Fedgral Council with resopnsikility for 
the murder of M. Vorovsky. The Federal 
Council met vesterday and decided to reply 
to the Soviet Government, refusing to accept 
the latter's Note. 

In is. Note the Swiss Government will set 
forth its views regarding the position of the 
Russian Delegation at Lausanne, and will 
declare that the latter, having no official 
character, has no right to the privileges 
accorded to all the official delegations of the 
Conference. The Swiss Government further- 
more refuses the demands contained in the 
Russian Note, and declinés any responsibility 
for the assassination.—(Reuter.)

It includes the 
claims both of the American -Government and 
of citizens to a total of 479,064;515 dollars 
92 cents. The Government is the Jargest 
claimant for 366,115,000 dollars, while the 
smallest of the total of 12,416 claims filed 
with the Commission 1s for one dollar. 

Heading the lst of American claims are 
those arising out of the sinking of the 
Lusitania, These, acgording to an official 
computation, aggregate over 22,000,000 dollars, 
and may ' be spose of first by the Mixed 
Claims Commission.

The troops réplied to 
the fire, and one Irregular was wounded. He 
was carried away by his comrades. One 
soldier was slightly wounded.

WOUNDED. 


A remarkable shooting affair occurred in 
the Central Hotel, Exchequer street, Dublin, 
at 10.20 yesterday morning, when Frank 
Fowan, aged 24, & member ‘of the hotel staff, 
had his Bed shattered by a bullet which, 
befote striking om bhá ; through the door 
óf a bedroom occupied by two men who wore 
the uniform of National Army officers. 

Rowan, who is a porter, is unmarried. He 
lies in Mercer’s Hospital in a critical con- 
dition.

FARMHOUSE MURDER.

THREE MEN CHARGED AT 
ATHLONE, 


The murder of an a farmer named 
Patrick Shally, of Creagh, Co. Westmeath, 
war investigated by Mr. T. R. Finlay, Die- 
trict Justice, at a special Court held in Ath- 
lone last Friday, when James and Charles 
Boyle (brothers) and John Caulfield were 
char.ed with the crime. 

Mathew Shally, a brother of the murdered 
man, said that they lived together, and at 
about 10 o'clock on the night of April 22nd 
the prisoners entered the honse, saying that 
they were going to search for arms. They 
carried revolvers. Charles Boyle entered the 
room, while the other two prisoners stood 
guard over witness and his brother in the 
kitchen. 

Charles Boyle called for the keys of two 
trunks, and, when witness said that he would 
get them, called out—‘‘ Don't stir; tell me 
where they are and I will get them myself.’’ 

Apparently Boyle could not get the trunks 
open, for he said that he would blow off the 
locks. . 

“With that,” said witness, ‘“ Patrick 
moved towards the room door, and Charlie 
Royle said ‘ Fire,’ and the men in the kitchen 
fired together at Patrick. Charlie = le fired 
also, and Patrick fell dead. tes my 
trother fell dead the three men ran away.” 

After the men ran away, the witness said, 
he made an examination of the room and 
missed a silver watch. He had known the 
Boyles sincé they were children. He saw 
Caulfield in tue Civic Guards Barracks after 
the murder, and he identified him then also. 
Witness never had any arms in the house. 
He had money. “ 

Inspector Keaney gave evidence of the 
arrest of the prisoners. He gave them the 
usual caution after charging them with the 
wilful murder of Patrick Shally.. Charles 
Poyle made the following statement—‘ I 
never had anything to do with the shooting 
of anyone.” James Boyle said—‘‘I was in 
Macken’s publichouse and had a drink there. 
I went out the road and came back.” Jno. 
Caulfield said‘‘I am not able to make a 
statement now.” 

Mr. Finlay said that in the ordinary course 
of events he would make an order returning 
the three accused for trial at t'.a County 
Assizes; but, having regard to the order, 
made as far back as November last, once it 
has been proved that the crime of murder had. 
been committed with arms, the case is re- 
moved from the civil court, and according] 
he would make no order against the woe. ó 
who would remain in tle custody of the Civic 
Guards until they would be dealt with by the 
Court which dealt with armed crime.

STATEMENT AT CO-OPERATIVE 
SOCIETY MEETING. 


An eventful year, in which trade suffered 
severely, was dealt with in the Chairman’s 
address at the annual general meeting of the 
Irish Co-operative Clothing Manufacturin 
Society, Ltd., which was héld in the Roun 
Room of the Mansion House, Dublin, on 
Wednesday last. Mr. L. P. Byrne presided, 
and there was a large attendance of members. 

In moving the adoption of the annual 
statement of accounts, the Chairman said that 
the events of the last year were calculated to 
leave very deep and lasting impressions ou 
the economic and social life of the country. 
Much had, unfortunately, \been lost with the 
lives that had been lost, and much had been 
lost by the destruction of material wea!th 
and the interruption of 
would take many years to replace. Their 
Society, in common with every other business 
in the country had suffered. The upward 
or of their trade had suffered a set- 
back which they hoped would not be serious 
and would be made up during the present 


year. 

During the first half of last year, up to the 
outbreak of hostilities, the sales amounted to 
£58,000, but during the second half of the 
year they amon only to £37,000. It was 
reasonable to suggest that but for the out- 
break of hostilities fhe sales for the second 
period would have been as good as those for 
the first. The total sales for the year were, 
therefore, £96,000, as compared with £103,000 
for the preceding year, pon this volame of 
trade the gross profit amounted to a little 
over £28,000, which however did not leave 
the Society in a position to pay a dividend 
for 1922. During the year they purchased 
materials to the amount of £58,000, of which 
the bulk was purchased from Irish manufac- 
turers. Stocks which were valued for over 
£26,000 at the end of 1921 had been reduced 
to £16,682 at the end of 1922. At the end of 
1921 they owed to creditors £27,604, but at 
the end of 1922 they owed for goods supplied 
£18,040. Liabilities to-day to man-facturers 
and merchants were £15,000 less than they 
were this time last year. 

From these figures it conld be seen that, 
though the Society's progress had been affected 
slightly so far as sales were concerned, the 
Sociejy. was not so bad as they might have 
been led to suppose by. unfriendly critics. 
Given peace, it might be expected that the 
trade of the Society would not only quickly 
recover its old level, but would increase in 
the way in which the founders of the Society 
I if, would.

THE NEXT MOVE “ WITH THE 
PEOPLE.” 


In an interview which he has given to the 
Irish Correspondent of the Associated Press 
of America, Mr. de Valera says that he has 
not reopened peace negotiations with the Irish 
Free State Government. No negotiations, 
direct or indirect, he says, are taking place 
at the present time. 

Asked “ What reply have you to make to 
the Free State statement that the next move 
lies with you?” Mr. de Valera answered— 
‘Simply that the next move does not lie 
with me. The next move lies with the people, 
and they are rapidly organising to assert them- 
selves.’ 

Mr. de Valera thinks that the recent 
letter of Mr. William O’Brien, declaring that 
*‘ peace is, and has been for a number of 
weeks past, in actual operation,” is unworth 
of him. It is, he shys impossible that this 
sort of a one-sided truce can continue. “The 
truth is that our opponents do not desire 
peace—they are anxious that the war should 
continue, and intend drawing us into active 
hostilities again. They realise that they have 
long lost the confidence of the majority of 
their former supporters, and know that in a 
free election to-morrow riot ten per cent, of 
them would be re-elected. Their purpose is 
to bring off an election with, if possible, war 
conditions prevailing, so that Republicans 
may be denied that very freedom of speech 
and public meeting which the Free State 
pretend to uphold.’ 

Mr. de Valera declares that the central 
idea of his proposals was “to provide a basis 
for peaceful political action.’’ ‘‘ A peace by 
understanding and agreement is a national 
necessity.’” 

“The obvious Sinn Fein way of dealing 
with the difficulty is,” he says, “for our- 
selves to freely frame and agree upon a set 
of rules which all parties ial pledge them- 
selves to abide by loyally in the national in- 
terest. Such a set of rules would serve to a 
large extent as a substitute for a free national 
Constitution.” 

Finally Mr. de Valera contends that the 
six points which he put forward have been 
accepted by the spokesman of the Labour 
Party, and he adds— “1 believe that a Re- 
publican Convention would endorse them 
whole-heartedly. I believe further that, if 
Fé to the people, they would be supported 
y a far greater majority than the Free State 
will ever receive. We challenge those who 
have been talking so much about the “will of 
the people’ to put these proposals to the test 
of ‘a vote of the people’ as a basis for

JOLLY BEATS HAGEN 2 UP. 


LEEDS, Saturday Night. 

There was a surprise in. the final of the Yorkshire 
Evening News £700 Tournament on the Headingley 
course to-day, for in the thirty-six holes’ match 
H. C. Jolly, the professional to the Foxgrove Club 
Kent, beat Walter Hagen, the American holder of 
the British Open Championship by two up after 
the arenas had been one up on the first 
round.

In an extraordinary start Jolly won three ont 
of the first four. He put his second to within 
three feet of the first pin, and he had no difficulty 
in becoming one up. - He took the second and the 
fourth, and at a number of the remaining holes 
outward he outdrove the American, who was two 
down at the turn. Hagen hit a magnificent 
wooden club shot, and then another. and followed 
by @ useful putt, which secured the twelfth for 
him, but, as before, he played badly at the short 
thirteenth, and lost it. The next incident of note 
was at the fourteenth. Hagen there laying a 
stymie and winning, and the eighteenth being 
halved the English professionab held a lead of one 
on. the first half. 

It was the third hole which enabled Jolly to 
become three up in the afternoon, Hagen being too 
strong with his approach and then with his ap 
proach putt. Hagen made a fine effort at the 
fourth, and as he got down a six yards’ putt he 
brought his deficit down to one hole. Jolly putted 
well at the fifth, which he won, while the sixth 
also was won by Jolly, Hagen there narrowly 
escaping a bunker. The, seventh went to the Fox- 

rove man, the Open Champion being bunkered. 
he latter ran down a putt which measured the 
breadth of the eighth green for that hole, and 
Jolly being in trouble from the elerenth tee Jost 
that hole. Another reverse came his way at the 
twelfth, Hagen winning there, so that the Ameri- 
can was now only one down, The match became 
exceptionaliy interesting, as the champion squared 
at the thirteenth, and more so as the next three 
were divided. To the seventeenth Hagen was 
bunkered from his tee shot, and Jolly nicely on 
the green holed a seven yards’ putt to become one 
up again and dormy. Both were bunkered to the 
eighteenth, nut Jolly bad the better shot out. Later 
Hagen, faced with a seven yards’ putt, was. very 
short, and there was just a suggestion of careless- 
ness about his next. Jolly, of course, only required 
the half for the match, but he boldly went for 
the hole, and he holed the putt.
